Eighteen new cases were admitted into the 
hospitals there yesterday. Tho St Mandrlor 
Hospital in that city contains 122 cases, and 
only" a few of them are serious. In the 
Chamber of Deputies Bert questioned tho 
Government concerning the law relating to 
epidemics.
